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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The card game machine characterized by providing the following. A 
recognition means 7 to measure the quantity of the risked chip P. a card distribution 
means 5 to distribute the shuffled game card C to a predetermined number-of- 
sheets [ every ] player in a predetermined procedure The distributed game card C. A 
role judging means 41 to recognize the distribution place and the contents of the 
game card C by which the redistribution was carried out to the thrown-away game 
card C, and to judge the role of a player, As a result of comparing the data obtained 
with the role judging means 41 and judging victory and defeat, the judgment means 
42, The game progress data obtained with each above-mentioned means 5-7-41-42 
and a display means 3 to display data by the result, and the liquidation means 43 
which incorporates or pays, out Chip P according to the judgment result of the 
judgment means 42 a result. 

[Claim 2] the pattern which displays the contents of a card on the game card C — 
data — the card game machine according to claim 1 characterized by forming the 
Records Department 1 6 holding the contents of a card-izing [ the contents ] or 
coded, and performing the truth or falsehood of the game card C, the judgment of 
the role of a player, and a victory-and-defeat judging based on the data of the 
aforementioned Records Department 1 6 

[Claim 3] The card game machine according to claim 1 or 2 with which the display 
means 3 is arranged at the unilateral of a table 1, contiguity arrangement of the 
dealer partition 4 and the card distribution means 5 is carried out in the center of a 
end face of the display means 3, and the player partition 6 is arranged to the radial 
focusing on the card distribution means 5. 

[Claim 4] The card game machine according to claim 3 with which the chip 
expenditure mouth 11 is arranged to the table peripheral surface which the **** 
recognition means 7, the card recovery mouth 8 which collects the thrown-away 
game cards C, the card scanning aperture 9, and the control panel 10 containing the 
decision-making button 37 are formed in the player partition 6, respectively, and 
attends each player partition 6. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] this invention relates to the card 
game machine which uses game cards, such as a cards card and a flower card. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] This kind of card game machine is well-known to 
JP f 11-137852 f A and JP,5-49755,A. The pattern of a card is displayed on a display, 
the role of the card which specified the unnecessary card and remained by button 
grabbing of a player, and the card by which additional distribution was carried out is 
judged, the victory and defeat of a dealer (game machine) and a player are 
determined, and all are constituted so that the coin bet beforehand may be 
incorporated or paid out 

[0003] Using the usual cards card, the advance situation of the blackjack game 
performed between a dealer and a player is supervised, and game equipment 
reproducible if needed is indicated by the patent No. 3065665 official report. All of 
the contents, a destination, etc. of the card distributed are recorded with a CCD 
camera, an image scanner, etc., and all the quantity of the risked chip or the paid- 
out chip to a player etc. can be recorded there, although this game equipment is 
formed in order to prevent the malfeasance of a player, a dealers calculation 
mistake, etc. — game equipment — this very thing does not distribute a card, or 
does not necessarily perform judgment of a role, determination of victory and defeat, 
or incorporation or expenditure of a chip 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Since the card game machine of the form 
which displays the pattern of a card on a display only displays a card as an image, it 
cannot have a card in a hand but lacks in interest. It is not impossible to distribute a 
cards card with game equipment and to improve the fidelity nature of a game. 
However, if the distributed card is passed to the hand of a player, there will be 
possibility that various injustice will be performed, plentifully and it will become 
difficult to perform a card game proper. For example, a card can be delivered among 
two or more players, and the probability that the player on which the chip of a large 
sum was risked will win can be raised. It is because the role which must have been 
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materialized only in low probability can moreover be repeated and can be 
intentionally formed using the inaccurate card of the same handle as the card used 
with game equipment. 

[0005] The purpose of this invention is to distribute the game card of ****** to a 
player and offer the card game machine which competes for the victory and defeat 
of a game and which is rich in interest and fidelity nature with the combination of 
the distributed card. The purpose of this invention is to offer the card game machine 
which can perform completely a series of operation and game managements 
indispensable to card games, such as incorporation or expenditure of recognition of 
distribution of a card, the contents of the distributed card and recognition of a 
destination, recognition of the amount of the risked chip, an unnecessary card, and 
the card that carried out the redistribution, the judgment of a role, a victory-and- 
defeat judging, and a chip, automatically. The purpose of this invention is to offer the 
card game machine which can interrupt or confiscate a game, when two or more 
players conspired, and a malfeasance can be performed, or it can prevent certainly 
performing a malfeasance using the inaccurate card of the same pattern as a Shinsei 
apparently card etc. and an inaccurate game is revealed. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] A **** recognition means 7 to measure the 
quantity of the chip P on which the card game machine of this invention was bet, 
with a card distribution means 5 to distribute the shuffled game card C to a 
predetermined number-of^sheets [ every ] player in a predetermined procedure A 
role judging means 41 to recognize the distribution place and the contents of the 
game card C by which the redistribution was carried out to the distributed game 
card C and the thrown-away game card C, and to judge the role of a player, As a 
result of comparing the data obtained with the role judging means 41 and judging 
victory and defeat, the judgment means 42, It is characterized by having the game 
progress data obtained with each above-mentioned means 5-7-41-42 and a display 
means 3 to display data by the result, and the liquidation means 43 which 
incorporates or pays out Chip P according to the judgment result of the judgment 
means 42 a result. 

[0007] the pattern which displays the contents of a card as the game card C is 
shown in drawing 3 — data — the Records Department 16 holding the contents of a 
card-izing [ the contents ] or coded is formed, and the truth or falsehood of the 
game card C, the judgment of the role of a player, and a victory-and-defeat judging 
are performed based on the data of the aforementioned Records Department 1 6 
[0008] In the unilateral of a table 1 , as shown in drawing 1 , the display means 3 is 
arranged, and contiguity arrangement of the dealer partition 4 and the card 
distribution means 5 is carried out in the center of a end face of the display means 3. 
The player partition 6 is arranged to a radial focusing on the card distribution means 
5. 

[0009] As shown in drawing 2 , the **** recognition means 7, the card recovery 
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mouth 8 which collects the thrown-away game cards C, the card scanning aperture 
9, and the control panel 10 containing the decision-making button 37 are formed in 
the player partition 6, respectively. Furthermore, the chip expenditure mouth 1 1 is 
arranged to the table peripheral surface which attends each player partition 6. 
[0010] 

[Function and Effect of the Invention] For example, if Chip P is put on the bed 
section 28 prepared in the predetermined position of a table 1 and a start button 36 
is pushed when a card game machine performs poker, a game machine will start and 
the quantity of Chip P will be counted with the **** recognition means 7. You may 
judge the truth or falsehood of Chip P simultaneously. Next, the game card C of 
predetermined number of sheets is distributed to the player partition 6 and the 
dealer partition 4 with the card distribution means 5, respectively. A player takes in 
its hand and checks Card C, and divides it into the card which it leaves at hand, and 
the card to throw away, and the card to throw away is returned to the card recovery 
area 14 through the card recovery mouth 8 prepared in each player partition 6. At 
this time, the returned number of cards and its content are detected, and the 
redistribution of the game card C of the same number is carried out. Also in the 
dealer partition 4, same processing is performed automatically. 
[001 1] The role judging means 41 recognizes as data the contents and the 
distribution place of the game card C distributed at the time of a game. Moreover, 
the contents and the number of the cards returned from the card recovery mouth 8 
are recognized as data, and the contents and the redistribution point of the game 
card C which carried out the redistribution further are recognized as, data. In order 
for the card returned from the card recovery mouth 8 to finish at this time, to come 
out and to clarify a certain thing, the decision-making button 37 is formed. From 
each above-mentioned data, the role judging means 41 can judge formation of a role. 
Production in order to give fidelity nature to this judgment progress, as if formed the 
card scanning aperture 9 in each player partition 6, it laid where the pattern of the 
game card C is turned down there, and it performed false scanning and the game 
machine had read the combination of a card is performed. 

[0012] It does simultaneously on the above-mentioned production, and a dealer and 
the role judging result of a player are displayed on the display means 3, the victory 
and defeat of a game are judged with the result judging means 42 by this state, and 
this judgment result is also displayed on the display means 3. Simultaneously, 
according to the victory and defeat of a game, Chip P is tackled from the head 
section 28, or Chip P is paid out of the chip expenditure mouth 1 1 . The game card C 
after a game end is returned from the card recovery mouth 8. If the game card C of 
a lot is returned to the card recovery area 14, it will put in the state where the 
whole is shuffled and a rear face can be seen, and will transport to the card 
distribution means 5. 

[0013] Since according to the card game machine of this this invention he can be 
amused with a game where it has the game card C distributed automatically in a 
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hand, the presence and fidelity nature of a game can be improved remarkably and 
the feeling of sufficiency to for the first time in [ ** ] and the game of the feeling 
which is not acquired is obtained in the conventional card game machine. 
[0014] If the Records Department 16 which records a magnetic signal is established 
in the game card C, the truth-or-falsehood judging of a card can be performed easily. 
Since the combination of the game card C which each player has at hand can be 
recognized by the game machine side, having delivered the card among two or more 
players can also be judged easily. Therefore, though an inaccurate game is 
performed intentionally, the fact can be pointed out immediately, and a game can be 
interrupted or confiscated. The Records Department 1 6 forms by the bar code, or 
can consist of IC chips in which non-contact read is possible. 

[0015] If the dealer partition 4 and the card distribution means 5 are established in 
the center of a end face of the display means 3 and the player partition 6 is 
arranged focusing on the card distribution means 5 at the radial The play card C can 
be distributed to each player partition 6 and the dealer partition 4, respectively only 
by carrying out rotation operation of the one card distribution means 5 at the 
circumference of a vertical axis, in all players' being able to check by looking 
simultaneously the image displayed on the display means 3 clearly, and changing a 
card sending-out direction. Since it puts together from one card distribution means 
5 and the game card C is distributed, it is easy to obtain reliance of the increase of 
true **** of a game, and a player. 

[0016] If the recognition means 7, the card recovery mouth 8, the card 

scanning aperture 9, and a control panel 10 are formed in each of the player 
partition 6 and the chip expenditure mouth 1 1 is further formed in the table 
peripheral surface of each partition, only each device of the player partition 6 which 
has participated in the game can be made into a working state, energy expenditure 
can be mitigated, and presence when especially the frame of a bet has been lifted 
can be raised. 
[0017] 

[Example] Drawing 1 or drawing 8 shows the example of the card game machine 
concerning this invention. In drawing 1 , a card game machine has the display 
(display means) 3 set up along with this soma 2 which has the semicircle-like table 1 , 
and straight-line **** on the backside of this soma 2, and the device for managing a 
card game automatically and managing it is held in the interior of this soma 2. In the 
center of a end face of a display 3, the dealer partition 4 has been carried out in 
back, contiguity arrangement of the card distribution means 5 has been carried out 
ahead, respectively, and, ahead [ of this ], partition arrangement of the four player 
partitions 6 has been carried out the center [ the card distribution means 5 ] at the 
radial. A recognition means 7 to measure the quantity of the chip P risked as 
shown in drawing 2 , the card recovery mouth 8 which collects the thrown-away 
game cards C, the card scanning aperture 9, and the control panel 10 are formed in 
each player partition 6. Furthermore, the chip expenditure mouth 1 1 and the hopper 
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12 are formed in the peripheral surface of the anterior wall of this soma 2 every 
player partition 6. The transparent aperture plate 1 3 is formed in the table front face 
containing the card recovery mouth 8. The interior of this aperture plate 1 3 is the 
card recovery area 14, and the state where the collected game card C is shuffled 
can be seen throughout a period of aperture plate 13. 

[0018] Although the game card C takes the same form as a commercial cards card 
fundamentally in drawing 3 , the point which added the Records Department 16 for 
recording the contents of a card, i.e., the kind and number of a suite, on the one side 
differs from commercial elegance. Specifically, a magnetic stripe parallel to a long 
side is prepared in the rear face of the game card C, and magnetic signals, such as a 
kind of suite, a number, and a character code showing a card being Shinsei further, 
are recorded there. The Records Department 16 may consist of IC chips in which a 
bar code and non-contact read are possible in addition to a magnetic stripe. 
[0019] A display 3 is a projector type display, displays the advance situation of a 
card game and displays the victory and defeat of a game, the amount of expenditure 
of Chip P, etc. When a malfeasance occurs, the purport in which warning is displayed 
or a game is not materialized is displayed. 

[0020] The dealer partition 4 is covered with the transparent covering 38, where five 
game cards C are turned down on the interior, arrange it, and the game card C is 
made to stand up if needed, and it is made seen [ the pattern ]. Specifically, as 
shown in drawing 4 , each card holder 17 can be loaded with the game card C by 
carrying out contiguity wearing of the five card holders 17 on a chain 18, and 
carrying out the both-way rotation drive of the chain 1 8 by the motor 1 9. The card 
holder 1 7 is formed by transparent plastics material, and the solenoid 20 for pressing 
down and holding the game card C with which it was loaded is formed in the 
electrode-holder upper surface. The chain mechanism is attached in the frame 21 of 
right-and-left horizontal length, by carrying out rotation operation of the frame 21 
by the motor 22 at the circumference of a shaft 23, as a dashed line shows, can 
make a card holder 1 7 able to stand up, and can show the pattern of the game card 
C. A frame 21 is made to tilt in the shape of a declivity, as a fictitious outline shows, 
and the game card C in a card holder 17 is made to slip down to the card recovery 
area 14, after making the solenoid 20 of the corresponding card holder 17 into a 
non-operating state, when the unnecessary game card C is thrown away. 
[0021] The magazine 25 which holds the card group to which the card distribution 
means 5 makes 53 sheets a lot in drawing 5 , the first rank which sends out only one 
game card C located in the upper limit of a magazine 25 — with a roller 26 the first 
rank — with the distribution roller 27 of the vertical couple which calculates the 
game card C sent out from the roller 26 at high speed These whole device is rotated 
to the circumference of a vertical axis, and it becomes each player partition 6 and 
the dealer partition 4 from the revolution mechanism (not shown) which carries out 
turning operation about the sending-out direction of the distribution roller 27. 
Charge of a card group at a magazine 25 is performed at card feeder guard prepared 
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separately. Among both the rollers 26.27, the magnetic head H1 which reads the 
contents of the game card C sent out is formed. 

[0022] In drawing 6 , the recognition means 7 consists of the bed section 28 in 

which Chip P is laid, the pinion-rack mechanism 29 which carries out rise-and-fall 
operation of the bed section 28, a motor 30 for a pin-on drive, a photosensor 31 
which detects the quantity of Chip P, a solenoid 33 which carries out tilting 
operation of the frame 32 at the circumference of a shaft 35. When halt 
maintenance is carried out in the descent position of the solid line which detection 
of chip quantity finished by the photosensor 31 and a player loses a game, the bed 
section 28 operates a solenoid 33, makes a frame 32 tilt, as a creation line shows, 
and makes the chip P on the bed section 28 slip down to the recovery chute 34. 
When Chip P does not need to be incorporated, the bed section 28 is raised. 
[0023] In drawing 7 , the card recovery mouth 8 is open for free passage in the card 
recovery area 14, and the two magnetic heads H2 which reads the contents of the 
game card C thrown away into the upper and lower sides of the vent hole, and H3 
are prepared, preparing the magnetic head H2 and H3 up and down — the insertion 
posture of the game card C — the front reverse side — even if it is any, it is 
because it enables it to correspond 

[0024] The card scanning aperture 9 is formed with transparent sheet glass, as 
shown in drawing 2 , and it can lay five game cards C in the front face in the shape 
of stable ranking and hierarchy. The interior of an aperture is equipped with the 
mechanism which carries out move operation of the light source which projects light 
on the laid game card C, and the light source toward the side else from the unilateral 
of an aperture. If the light source is moved, five cards will be scanned and 
atmosphere which has read the contents will be brewed. 

[0025] In drawing 2 , it has a start button 36 and the decision-making button 37 in a 
control panel 10. It has prepared in order to input that a start button 36 has the will 
which participates to a game, and the decision-making button 37 is formed in order 
to input decision making in the middle of a game. For example, when the number of 
the cards to throw away finishes and comes out and it tells a certain thing, or when 
telling calling, the decision-making button 37 is pushed. 

[0026] Each above-mentioned device is controlled, and a control circuit is prepared 
in order to perform advance of a game, victory-and-defeat judging, liquidation, etc. 
In drawing 8 , a control circuit includes the judgment means 42 a result with the 
appliance control section 40 which controls operation of each device, and the role 
judging means 41. When the distribution place and the contents of the game card C 
by which the redistribution was carried out to the game card C distributed to the 
dealer and the player at the beginning and the thrown-away game card C are 
recognized and a redistribution is completed, the role judging means 41 judges a 
dealer, the success or failure of the role of a player, and the superiority or inferiority 
of a role, and is recognized. This role judging data is judged with the result judging 
means 42, and it determines who won as the victory and defeat of a game. The

risked chip P is incorporated based on this determination, or the liquidation means 
43 is operated, and the chip P of a predetermined number is paid out of the chip 
expenditure mouth 11. These judgment results are displayed one by one on a display. 
[0027] If a game is completed, all the cards that are at hand will be thrown into the 
card recovery area 14 from the card recovery mouth 8. By the blower, it spurts 
[ which was thrown in / of a lot (53 sheets) ] out, and it is raised and shuffled. Since 
this state is shown as a player and the fidelity nature of a game is increased, the 
upper surface of the card recovery area 14 is being worn by the transparent 
aperture plate 13. Next, the laminating of all the cards is carried out in the state 
where a card rear face becomes a table in line, and they are passed to a card feeder 
style. Two or more sets of card groups from which the pattern of the rear face of a 
card differs are stocked by the card feeder style. By repeating the above-mentioned 
procedure, a poker game is automatically continuable henceforth. 
[0028] In the above-mentioned example, although the game card C was distributed 
with one card distribution means 5, the game card C can be distributed with two or 
more card distribution meanses 5. The dealer partition 4, the card distribution means 
5, and **** recognition means 7 grade do not need to be the structures explained in 
the example, and just perform the same processing functionally. The card game 
machine of this invention can perform the cards games or flower card games other 
than poker.
